MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 



"OTE the underfigned Commiffioners appointed for enquiring into the feveral 
v * Funds and Revenues granted for the purpofes of Education, and into the 
Rate and condition of all Schools in Ireland upon Public or Charitable Foundations j 
proceed to lay before your Grace our Report upon the Hofpital and Free School 
of King Charles the lid, commonly called the Blue-Coat Hofpital. 

The Hofpital and Free School of King Charles the Second in Dublin was 
founded by a Charter of the 23d year of his Reign. 

The Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens of Dublin, reprefen ted ”by Petition, 
that many charitable Perfons were defirous to contribute towards the erecting of 
an Hofpital for Maintaining aged and poor People, and a Free School for the 
Education of Youth; whereupon his Majefty waspleafed to grant to the Mayor, 
Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens of Dublin his Royal’Charter of Incorporation, 
•conlfituting them and their Succeffors for ever Governors of fuch Hofpital and 
Free School, and giving them apiece of Ground on Oxmantovvn Green, upon 
which they had already began to eredt a Building for the purpofe. 

It has not appeared to us that at any time an eftablHhment was made for the 
reception and maintenance of aged reduced People; but we have reafon to think, 
that from the begining a plan of ufeful Education was formed which has continued 
to the prefent time. No further Royal Grunt appears to have been made to the 
Funds of this Inftitution. 

The Eftablilhment in its prefent ftate is for 130 Boys; they are maintained, 
clothed, well inftrudied in the Holy Scripture, and in the principles of the 
Proteftant Religion, in Engliili, Euclid, Navigation, and the various Branches of 
practical Mathematics, in which fome Boys now in the School have made a 
proficiency uncommon for their years ; this is much to the honour of their prefent 
Mafter, who was educated in this Inftitution. The Boys are admitted at the age 
•of 8, and apprenticed at the age of 14 years, fome to Trades, fome to the Sea- 
Service, with a fee of £. 5 for each. 

For 12 years ended 25 December 1808, the Returns made to us give an 
average Income of about £.3,041 10 s. and an average Expenditure of about

In this Expenditure are included the annual Payments made in liquidation of 
■a Debt long fince contra&ed ; For, about the year 1779, the original Hofpital being 
decayed, and infufficient to receive the number of Boys which the Funds were 
then equal to maintain, new Buildings were erected upon an enlarged plan at the 
expence of £. 21,294 ; they are fpacious; and though unfmiflied, an ornament to 
the City : but it is to be regretted, that a plan fo expenfive was chofen, fince the 
funds were inadequate to the carrying it into effect. It was intended to p : o.ide 
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for the reception of 300 Children, but when the above large. Sum was expended, 
whereby a Debt of £.4,000 and upwards was incurred, the Governors were 
obliged to defift. They had provided ample, and in appearance too expenfive 
accommodations for officers to fu per in tend au Eftablifhment for 300 Boys; a 
beautiful Chapel, a fpacious School-Room, a Dining-Hall, but they had Dormitories 
for only about 120 Boys. It has been ftated to us, that the Debt, will be paid 
off in the courfe of a year, this circumftance, with an increafe of Income lately 
obtained, will enable the Governors to maintain more Boys; and it may be 
obferved, that were Dormitories provided for 300, and were the Funds adequate 
to their maintenance, the number might be received without any additional 
Expence on account of Officers : belides the Expenditure for Clothing and Diet, and 
Apprentice Fees, only additional Aliiliants in the School, and Maid Servants would 
be required. 

This is much to be defired, for it is a place of excellent Education, which promifes 
fair to fend into the world good Citizens and good Subjects. 

From the Returns made to us it appears, that the Steward of this Inftitution 
•was difcohtinued for irregularity in keeping his Accounts, about 4 years fincej 
that be poffeffes the apartments provided lor that Officer, with the full Salary 
and Allowances; and that the Duties of the Office are performed partly by the 
Agent, without additional Salary on that account, and partly by the Butler, who 
receives five Guineas annually in addition to his Wages lor to doing; fo that it 
appears, the Duties of an Office which has annexed to it Salary and Allowances 
.(befides apartments) amounting to £.131. 14s. od. are difcharged, and very 
fatisfadtorily too, for five Guineas per annum by another perfon. We cannot pals 
over this. tranfaFtion without expreffmg regret that the Governors Ihould 
have thought it neceffary to leave an inefficient Officer in poffelfion of his Apart- 
ments and full income; thefe circumftances logged; the idea of abolilhing the 
Office altogether upon the deceafe of the perfon who now holds it; the Funds 
would thereby receive confiderahle relief, and the Apartments might be affigned 
to the Sehoohna'ter, or other arrangements made for the benefit of the Inftitution ; 
in thefe a better Infirmary might be provided, the prefent one being ill 
conftrucled. 

Of the Boys in this Inftitution, the Governors of Erafmus Smith’s School main- 
tain thirty, at a charge of about £. 24 per annum for each ; and the Treafurer of 
that Inftitution (Chief Juftice Downes) applies the Fees annexed to his Office by 
Act of Parliament to the maintenance of (even Boys. 

No Parliamentary Grant has been at any time made to this Inftitution.

C HARLES the Second, by the Grace of God, of England, Scotland, France, and 
Ireland, King, Defender of the -Faith, See. TO ALL to whom ihefe Prefonts fliall 
<come Greeting WH EREAS the Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens of Our City 
of Dublin, in onr Kingdom of Ireland, have humbly petitioned Us, thereby lotting forth, 
That feveral of our Subjects in that Our City and Kingdom, being charitably a netted to- 
wards liieh as through age, ficknefs, or other accidents, are reduced to poverty, or doubled to 
gain their living by their own labour; and pioufly conlidering alfo the great benefit of the 
good education and inftru&ion of youth; have propol’cd the eredlion, building and eftablifh- 
iiiig of an Hofpital and Free School, within the Liberties of Our City of Dublin, and have 
.{hewed great willingnefs to contribute to fo good a work, which they hope to accomplifh, 
in cafe they may, by Our Royal Authority, be enabled and capacitated to purchafe lands, 
tenements and hereditaments for the erecting and maintaining of fueh an Hofpital and 
Free School, and to make good, wholefome and neceffary Laws for the rule and government, 
thereof. KNOW Ye therefore, that We of our princely difpofition, for the furtherance 
.and aecomplifhment of fo good ancl charitable a work, of our ei'pecial Grace, certain know- 
ledge and mere motion, by and with the advice and confent of Our right trufly and well- 
beloved Counfellor, John - Lord Berkeley, Our Lieutenant-General and General Governor of 
Our faid Realm of Ireland, and according to the tenour and effedt of our letters; bearing

Free- School is already begun to be built- AND all and 
lingular the edifices and buildings thereon, and all yards baekfides, lands, tenements, ways, 
waters, vvater-courfes, eafements, liberties, privileges, profits, commodities, advantages, appur- 
tenances, and hereditaments whatfoever, to the fame belonging or appertaining, of what quan- 
tity, quality, nature, kind or fort fqever they be, and by whatfoever Name or Names the fame 
are called or known, or reputed, accepted or taken, together with their and every of their rights, 
members and appurtenances whatfoever; and alfo the reverfion and reverfions, remainder and 
remainders of all and lingular the premifes, and every part and parcel thereof; and alfo all the 
^ellate, right, title, interelt, claim, property, challenge, and demand whatfoever which We, Our 
heirs or fucceffors have, or at any time hereafter may, can, might or ough t to have of, in, or 
unto the premiles, or unto any part or parcel thereof. ' 1 ' O HAVE AND T O H OL D 
all and Angular the premifes before, in and by thefe Prefents given, granted, releafed and 
confirmed, or herein or hereby meant, mentioned, or intended to be given, granted, releafed, 
and confirmed, and every part, parcel and member thereof, together with their and every of 
their rights, members and appurtenances whatfoever, unto them the faid Mayor, Sheriffs, 
Commons, and Citizens of Our City of Dublin, and their fucceffors for ever ; to be held and 
enjoyed by the faid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens of Our faid City of Dublin, 
and their fucceffors for ever; to the only ufe, ends, intents and purpoles hereafter in thefp 
prefents mentioned and expreffed ; that is to fay.

AND F U R T H E R of Our more abundant Grace, 
certain knowledge and mere motion, and princely difpofition for the furtherance and accom- 
plilh men t of lo good and charitable a work, by and with the advice and confent aforefaid, 
and in purfuauce of Our faid letters, We have given and granted, and by thefe Prefents for 
Us, Our Heirs and Succeffors, We do give and grant unto the laid Mayor, Sheriffs, Com- 
mons, and Citizens of Our faid City of Dublin, and their Succeffors for ever, full power and 
authority, at their will and pleafures, from time to time, and at all times, to place therein Inch 
mailer or mailers of the laid Hofpital, and I'uch numbers of poor People and Children, and 
Rich officers or mini Iters of the laid Hofpital and Free- School, as likevvife an able, learned,

lowances for maintenance, relief and fu dentation of the laid Preacher, Matter or Matters, 
other Officers or Minifters, and the faid poor People and Children, as to them the faid Mayor, 
Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens, and their Succelfors, lhall feem meet: And that it ffiall and 
mav be lawful to and for the faid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons, and Citizens, and their Suc- 
celfors, from time to time, and at all times hereinafter, when and as often as it lhall feein 
expedient, or neceffity lhall require, .to make, conliitute and appoint all or any l'uch apt, 
wholefome and honeft ordinances, ttatutes, rules and orders for or in relation to the well go- 
verning of the faid Hoipital and Free-School, or either of them, or the Matter, Minifter, 
Poor, poor Children, or any other Officers or Minifters to the faid Hoipital or Free-School, 
belonging or to be belonging, as to them the laid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens,* 
and their Succeffors, lhall feem meet, convenient, or necelfary, giving and hereby granting 
unto them the laid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens, and their Succeffors, 
full and abfolute power and authority to perform and execute all act or arils, 
.thin a- or things whatfoever, that lhall be requilile and necelfary to be done for the 
puttfng in execution or compelling a performance of all fuch Ordinances, Statutes, 
.Rules, and Orders that lhall, by vertue of thefe Prefents, be made, conftituted or 
appointed, without interruption of Us, Our Heirs, or Succeffors, or any of the Juttices, 
Efcheators, Sheriffs, Minifters, Servants, or other Subjects whatfoever, of Us, Our Heirs, 
or Succeffors, any Statute, Act, Law, or Direction heretofore done or made, or hereafter 
to be done or made to the contrary notwithftanding ; I'o that fuch Statutes, Ordinances,

for Us, Our Heirs, and Succeffors, do give and grant unto the faid Mayor, Sheriffs, Com- 
mons and Citizens of Our City of Dublin, and their Succeffors, that thefe Our Letters 
Patents, or the Inrolment thereof, and every claufe, article, matter, and thing whatfoever, 
herein contained, {hall be in, by, and through, all things firm, good, valid, fuffieient, and 
effectual in the Law unto them the faid Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens, and their 
[Succeffors, againft Us, Our Heirs, and Succeffors, as well in all Our Courts .within Our find 
Realm of Ireland as elfewhere wherefoever, notwithftanding the not findings or not 
returning, or ill finding, or ill returning of any office, or inquifition, of the parcel of ground 
-and premifes in and by thefe Our Letters Patents meant, mentioned; and intended to be 
•given and granted for the ends and purpofes aforefaid, whereby Our title Ihould have been 
found of, in, and unto the faid premifes and every part and parcel thereof before the making 
of thefe Prefents, and notwithftanding the not naming or not rightly naming of the pr£ 
•inifes, or any part or parcel thereof, or the parifti, ward, liberty, freedom, or place, in which 
the premifes, or any part or parcel thereof, is, are, or do lie, and notwithftanding the not. 
•naming, dr not rightly naming, the quantity, quality, nature, kind, or fort of the premifes, or 
any part or parcel thereof, and notwithftanding that of the true annual value, rate, furvey, 
•quantity, or quality, of the premifes, there be no true, certain, or no mention made in 
thefe Prefents, and notwithftanding the not naming, or not reciting, or ill naming, or ill

dimple, 01 fee tail, or othenvife, howfoever, remaining of record, or not of record, and not- 
with (landing that of the rent heretofore referved upon any former demile or demiles, leafe or 
.leafes, heretofore made of the premifes, or any part or parcel thereof, there be no full, true, 
.certain, or no mention at all made in thefe Prefents, and notwithftanding a certain ftatute 
•made in the Parliament held at Wejiminjier in Our faid Kingdom of England, in the 
eighteenth year of the Reign of King Henry the Sixth, late King of England, Our Pre- 
-deceflor, and notwithftanding a certain ftatute made in the Parliament held at Limerick, in 
Our laid Kingdom of Ireland, in the thirtieth year of the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, 
late King of England, Our Predeceffor, the title of which A (ft is, An Act for lands given by 
the King, and notwithftanding any other Statute or Ad made in Our laid Kingdom of 
Ireland, in any of the years of the Reign of the faid King Henry the Eighth, and notwith- 
ftanding a certain Statute made in Our laid Kingdom of Ireland, the fecond year of the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth, late Queen of England, Our Predeceffor ; and notwithftanding 
any other Statute or A<ft, Statutes or Ads, made in Our laid Kingdom of Ireland, in the laid 
fecond year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, or any other year of the Reign of the faid 
•Queen Elizabeth, or of any other the Kings or Queens of England ; and notwithftanding 
any ad, claufe, provifion, or ordinance made in the Parliament begun at Dublin in the 
fifteenth year ol the Reign of Our late Royal Father, of ever glorious memory, deceafed : 
and notwithftanding any other ftatute, ad, ’ordinance, provifion, or reftridion, or any other 
caule, matter, or thing whatfoever, to the evacuation or annihilation of thefe Our Letters 
Patents; and notwithftanding a writ of ad quod damnum hath not ift’ued to enquire con- 
cerning the premifes. AN D Our further Will and Plealure is, and We do by thefe 
Prefents for Us, Our Heirs, and Succeffors, give and grant unto the faid Mayor, Sheriffs. 
Commons and Citizens of Our faid City of Dublin, and their Succeffors, That they the laid 
Mayor, Sheriffs, Commons and Citizens of Our faid City of Dublin, (hall have thefe Our 
Letters Patents under Our Great Seal of Ireland without Fine, great or fmall, to be there- 
fore paid to Our ufe in Our Iianaper, in Our faid Kingdom of Ireland, although exprels 
mention is not made of the clear yearly value, or of the certainly of the premiles, or that 
any Gift or Grant heretofore made by Us, or Our Progenitors, to the laid Mayor, Sheriffs, 
Commons and Citizens of Our laid City of Dublin of the premifes, any ftatute, ad, ordi- 
nance, or provifion, or any other claufe or matter whatfoever to the contrary notvvithftand- 
ing ; provided always, that thefe Our Letters Patents be inrolled in the Rolls of Our 
High Court of Chanaery in Our faid Kingdom ol Ireland, within the f'pace of lix months 
next enfuing the date of thefe Prefents. In witnefs whereof We have caufed thefe Out 
Letters to be made Patents. Witnefs O.ur aforefaid Lieutenant General and General

# In confeqnence of an A 61 of Parliament paffed in the 46th year of His prefent 
Majefty, the Commiflioners of Impreft Accounts were empowered to call for the Accounts of 
the King’s Hofpital, and by faid Act, the Statement required by the faid Commiffioners was 
to be taken up, and to commence from the 25th day of December 1805, and to end the 
25th December 1806, in confequence of which, the Governors of the Hofpital were under 
the neceliity of altering the period of fettlement from the 29th September in each year (as 
heretofore) to the 25th December in each year.

They get no Bread when they get Stirabout on Monday mornings ; whenever they have Meat for dinner, they get half a pint of Beer after it. 

The Board ordered them to get Meat for dinner lujl year, only from lit February to lit May, and half a pound of Potatoes inltead of Bread ; they never got Potatoes before, except 
on one day in the year, viz. All Souls Eve. The Boys rife at'6 in Summer, and 7 in Winter, go to fchool at 7 in Summer, and 8 in Winter ; ! leave fchool at 4 o’clock, anJ g" to bed at 
8 o’clock.
